The new doctrine of bringing labor troub- 
les to bear On parties not responsible for the 
original controversy presents a very serious 
question, and if recent examples are to be 
followed hereafter the effects will be ruinous. 
Every business that employs ‘ Knights ” will 
be undermined with insecurity and uner- 
tainty if under the new rule an employer is 
to be held responsible for the doings of other 
establishments over which he has no control. 
» Still, me mere fact that the Southwestern 
strike is being waged against companies that 
had nothing to do with the original petty 
dispute would not specially concern the peo- 
ple if public rights of the most important 
character were not interfered with and dam- 
aged and the business of the people of four 
er five States demoralized. Thousands of 
innocent persons have already lost théeir em- 
pleyment, and the business of hundreda of 
thousands is menaced by the blocking up of 
the commercial highways of the Southwest. 
Farmers, drovers, shippers, merchants, and 
business-men of every class are already suf- 
fering on account of this miserable squabble 
between a road and its employés. Five or 
six millions of people are suddenly deprived 
of all facilities fer freight traffic, and there 
is no telling how much further the mischief 
may be extended, 

The situation is one that calls for prompt 
action, apd States not already affected by 
this railroad strike should take steps to fore- 
stall any such outrage on the people. No 
Legislature now in session should adjourn 
without providing for the compulsory arbi- 
tration of all disputes between railway com- 
mon carriers and their émployés. The 
emergency is such that it would justify call- 
ing Legislaturés in special session. In the 
ease of private business the most that the 
Legislature could do would be to previde for 
voluntary arbitration, as has been done in 
Pennsylvania, but with the railroads it can 
make such settlements compulsory, and the 
time has now arrived for this system to be 
enforeed with the full rigor of te law. Let 
the Legislatures provide. a court of con- 
science” to determine y all con- 
tentions between railway carriers and their 
employés, and then compel both parties to 
abide by the decision under penalties 
heavy enough to be effective. A ral, 
road. is a publie highway in the same 
sense as any other road, and it can be regu- 
lated of even operated by the State. It a 
gang of jaborers employed on a turnpike 
should attempt for any reason to stop public 
travel they could be punished under the com- 
mon law and treated as parties to a riotous 
conspiracy. There is much greater reason 
why the great commercial highways of the 
country; chartered as common carriers by the 
States, should be kept open for the use of 
the public. Strikes like that in the South- 
west are really waged against the whale peo- 
ple, and they ought to be 80 classed and 
treated. In ranking such concerted acts as 
conspiracies agaifist the public interest the 
State is bound to provide, first, a fair and 
impartial court for the settlement of griev- 
arices, and then compel employer and em-

DEMOCRATS AND TARIFF REFORM. 

In deseribing the tariff perplexities of Mr. 
Morrison, the free-trade leader of the Demo- 
erats, a Washington dispatch says: No 
matter which way he turns he finds Demo- 
erats insisting that local interests must not 
be touched in his bill. Democratic Con- 
gréssmen are al} in favo tariff reform on 
general principles, but opposed to any re- 
duction of duties affecting the * infant in- 
dustries or home manufactures” of their 
respective States or districts. When a full 
count is taken Morrison appears to be about 
the only Democtat in the House who argues 
in favor of reduced duties without some kind 
of a mental réservation, Even Morrison's 
eolaborer, Hewitt, demands only such reform 
as will not affect his iron works. Mr. Hewitt 
wants scrap iron and ore admitted free, but 
is not at all enthusiastic over a reduction on 
the manufactured article as it is turned out 
in his shops. He desires free lumber, salt, 
coal, wool, and iron ore, but nevertheless 
demands a sufficient duty on manufactured 
iron to enable him to compete with the pau- 
per labor of Europe.” Mr. Hewitt is not 
alone in declating for reform in general with 
a reservation in favor of personal or local in- 
terests. : 

New York Democrats approve the Mor 
rison- Hewitt bill in everything except the 
provision for free salt. The Michigan Dem- 
ocrats oppose free salt, and are hotly op- 
posed to putting lumber, copper ores, and 
wool on the free list. The Connecticut Dem- 
ocrats loudly applaud the provision for free 
sugar, but will hight to the last for all the 
protection that can be secured for factory fu- 
terests and tobacco manufactures. Ohio 
Democrats will vote for reform in re 
gard to nearly everything except wool, 
pottery, coal, and iron. Virginia - and 
Kentucky care little for wool, but they 
will never ecdnsett to a reduction of 
the duty on hemp or tobacco. The Louisiana 
Democrats would applaud Morrison to the 
echo if it were not for the abhorsent section 
of his bill which proposes to reduce the tax 
on sugar. Tennessee and Alabama would 
liké to have free wool, free sugar, free galt, 
tree lumber, ete,, but they will enter into any 
combination to defeat the proposition for 
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taxes on pig-tron. Subsidy sentiments are 
growing in the Southern cities and States, 
which form the body of the Democratic 
party, while free-trade sentiments consistent 
in any reasonable degree with the past 
professions of that party are declared only fn 
the Northwestern States, where the Democ- 
racy is weak and in the minority, 

For ten years out of thé last twelve the 
House of Representatives, where all revenue 
bills must originate, has been under the con- 
trol of the Democratic party, and yet the 
only measure of tariff reform adopted within 
that time was passed when the Republicans 
had a majority. Professing in the West at 
least to hold tariff reform as one of their 
ehief doctrines, the Democrats in Congress 
have shown themselves wholly incapable of 
carrying out melir alleged principles. They 
may as well admit chat Hancock told the 
truth in pronouncing the tariff a local 
issue,” in regard to which the party as such 
had no convictions. A party which bas been 
trying in vain for ten yéars in the House, 
where it has had a majority, to pass a Dill 
reducing duties cannot pose much longer as 
an organization devoted to revenue reform. 
The Democrats are hopelesly divided on the 
tariff and the party is incapable of adopting 
any consistent legislation on the subject.

JARRETTS BONDSMEN. 


How They ped Making Good the 
Shortage of Their Principal—Pecul- 
lar Action of the School Trustees. 
The latest example of the. escape of bonds 

men from their responsibility comes from that 
politician-plagued, ring-ridden Town of Lake 
and Hyde Park—Townsbip 38, Range 14, as it is 
mentioned in the records.

County Jail Insane De 

The Committee on Jail and Criminal Court 
of the County Board will today investigate the 
official conéuct of Patrick Kieley, one of the 
county employés, whose duty it is to care for 
insane persons during their detention at the 
County Jail pending their removal to one of 
the insane asylums, and also to convey them 
to the latter places when required. Kieley 
receives a salary of $1,000 per year, in addition 
to free quarters for himself and family in the 
County Jail building, and also free groceries, 
gas, etc. Kieler, is supposed to keep 
a record of all insane. persons who 
may come under his charge. When insane 
paupers are removed to one of the asylums 
the expenses are paid by the county, while the 
costs in the cases of insane persons who have 
friends or relatives are usually paid by the 
latter. Kieciey is allowed by law to charge 25 
cents per mile for the transportation of each 
insane person. From the total amount in each 
case the railroad and carriage fares and simi- 
lar expenses are directed to be deducted, and 
the balance remaining tarned over to the 
County Treasurer. It is alleged that Kieley 
has not turned over one doilar of this money 
to the county for more than a year. When 
insane persons are given Kieley’s care for 
removal to some instit for the insane, 
either at Jefferson, Kankakee, Batavia, or 
some other point, he is given a warrant for the 
removal of each person, the warrant being 
signed at the asylum when the patient 
is received, thus serving a6 @ receipt to

A ROCKY IMPEDIMENT. 

At the sixth kilometre the first impediment 
decurs in the shape of a coral and volcanic 
formation of four and one-half kilometres, 
which will require to be hand-worked toa 
@epth where dredgeable soil is reached. With 
the exception of a small patoh this rock forma- 
tion bas remained untouched. The bit in hand 
is being worked by the wearisome band drill 
and blasting process. Passing over this por- 
mon, which has nothmg very remarkable to 
comment upon, we come upon a further cut- 
ting of the canal through soft soil, which has 
been dredged to a depth of fifteen or sixteen 
feet, about thirteen remaining to be done.

THE AMERICAN DREDGERS.

The principal 
leviathan is calied the City of New York, and, 
1 was informed, is the largest dredger yet 
made. It is seventy feet across, with a tower 
Cighty feet high, with a 360-borse power capac- 
ity, and is equal to an output of from 400 to 
600 cubic metres per hour. The e soil

DE LESSEPS AND COLUMBUS.

But as we near Panama we come to the most 
important sections over which solid work 
must be done. Interest naturaliy hightens 
at every step and will centre in the great dif_i- 
culties to be eneountered at Bubio Soldado, 
Gorgona Emperador, the Giant Culebra, the 
Gelicate manipulation of the submarine chah- 
nel of the Boca and the vast Barrage ot the 
Chagres, which to be effective ‘must be con- 
structed big enough to contain 3.000. 000, 000 
cubic metres of water, having against it the 
disadvantages of a country where evaporation 
scarcely exists, Owing to the moisture in the 
already overchargea air. Our journey is not 
to be wasted, although M. de Lesseps looks 
tired, and throughoat the day he wears a list- 
less aspect which is so unusual to him. 


LEVELING A MOUNTAIN, 


Buhio Soldado is the proudest acmevement 
of the canal company, and is, indeed, a great 
work. The hill is of solid rock, alternating at 
places in huge cobble bowlders. Weare sa- 
luted with a following volley of 200 gun-cotton 
explosions to show how rapidly such work can 
be manipulated. On the smoke clearing off a 
really grand engineering feat meets the eye. 
Ledge upon ledge of sloping rock terrace 
tower up to the highest point, about #80 feet, 
On several of the ledges stand rows of wagons, 
which were it not a holiday, would be busily 
at work. We are at the bottom, and it is neces- 
sary to ascend, which we contrive by means of 
winding paths, M. de Lesseps on a sure-looted 
Mule, for the heat is intense. The contractor 
for the raising ot this large mass is a Swiss of 
the name of Sonderegger, whose face is a 
sanguine and cheerful picture, as if the im- 
pedimente weite nothing. Contrary to the 
policy of many of his colleagues, be is open 
and straightforward. The coptract has been 
for the removal ofa little short of 2,000,000 
cubic metres, be says, as if enjoying the idea; 
1,200,000 of this has been done and 800,000 only 
remains. The rocky section is 500 metres long, 
about eighty feet broad at the bottom, sloping 
ap to about 120 feet at the top, and the con- 
tractor further takes the swampy ground as 
far as kilometre thirty-three. Mr. Sonderegger 
answered me plainly that he had no doubt 
ot completing his task by the end of 
next year. His mode of excavation is 
very ingenious. He first pierced a tunnel 
right through the mountain leading to the 
flat ground on either side. Above this tunnel 
large holes about three metres broad are made, 
four in all, at various points above the tunnel, 
the top being made funnei shaped. The rocks 
are then biasted and rolled down into these 
‘apertures, whose standing sides embrace a 
large circuit. Below a train of wagons is in 
waiting to receive the huge bowiders as they 
dash through. In this way four traflic cars are 
filled at once, and in a very short time the 
whole train moves away with its heavy load. 
Such is the practical and swift means which 


this enterpris oon takes to nish 
his wage URE. 178 War ths . 
proud of bim: and were there many of bis 


practical nature, who could sbow such good 
solid work, the canal would gain many friends. 
INSPECTING THE UOSPITAL. 

The 23d the pride of Panama—ite bospital— 
was visited by our party. About the financial 
expenditure of this edifice, or series of seven- 
teen houses, there exists considerable mystery. 
No one seemed anxious to enlighten me on the 
subject, and M. Charles de Lesseps went 60 far 
as to say that no one knew and no one ever 
should know. 

In such an extremity my inquisitive zeal in- 
creased to high pressure, till finally a man jn 
whom I have more or less faith informed me 
that $2,000,000 was as near the sum as could be 
reckoned. My informant refused further com- 
munication on the subject, but I understand 
that the hospital has been one of the huge 
financial follies of the canal company, and that 
with their usual secretive spirit they are anx- 
jous to avoid the criticism of independent opin- : 
ion, whereas they would do infinitly better to 
themselves by a more candid attitude. How- 
ever, the hospital remains, as it justiy should, 
the pride and boast of the canal company. 
Comte de Lesseps, speaking on bis favorit sub- 
ject, said: We got our money from the peo- 
ple, and therefore we made it our first care to 
arrange for their comfort in sickness and dis- 
tress.” 

THE PANAMA END OF THE WORKS. 

Hospitals. however perfect, arc anything but 
cheering, aud cannot fail to leave an after- 
thought not pleasant. 

For this our afternoon excursion amply made 
amends. Our trip was to be taken by boat, 
round the Bay of Panama, past the Islands of 
Perico and Naos to the Panama exit of the 
eanal. This section is called the Section de la 
Boca, and must be considered to be of the 
greatest importance. This section was origt 
nally taken up by the Franco-American Dredg- 
ing Company, but after some strange conduct 
the contract fell through in, from what I ean 
giean, a somewhat disagreeable manner to all 
concerned. The present contract is taken up 
by a French gentieman of the name of Liilay, 
This section gives rise to a possible complica- 
tion of eventualitics, and on its efficacy the 
cana) must largely reiy. The plan of action is 
to dredge out a submarine channel seven kilo- 
— length, fifty metres across the bed, 
with inclinations outward, which will largely 
increase ou that figure. The bottom is in 
alternate sections of sand, silt, and rocks, but 
of these latter the engineer says removal 
is easy. A similar submarine cut exists 
at Sues, but there the water is quite still, 
whereas here a southeasterly current copstanot- 
ly sets, over and above which a very strong 
tide works, Under these circumstances it 
seems more than likely that a constant filling 
up of the channel might cause grave trouble,

CLOSING SCENES. 


PANAMA, Feb. 26.— [New York Herald. To- 
day we resumed the inspection of the caual. 
the great Chagres overflow dam, Santa 
Crus, Matachin, and Gorgona proved a ful 
day’s work. The Obispo section is chiefly oom- 
posed of black voleanie rock. A sensational 
bit of work was here displayed for our beuefit. 
Two and a halt tons of dynamite were ex plodea, 
displacing a mass Gomputed at 30,000 cubic 
metres of solid rock. M. de Lesseps expressed 
his excessive pleasure at seeing this good work 
done, warmly congraculating the engineer. He 
informed me that 50,000 mines per month are 
now the average, and that the French gun cot- 
ton is by farthe best. Thereare in this section 
4,000,600 cubic metres, mostiy of solid rock, re- 
maining to be ¢xcavated, and it is estimated 
that 1,700,000 cubic metres have aiready been 
completed. Many of these rocks are between 
two and three hundred feet high, and it is un- 
derstood that here the rock drill will be intro- 
duced in lieu of hand work. I asked a practi- 
cal man on the works bow this essential ma- 
chine, so much used in the States, bad been so 
negiectea. To which he replied that the con- 
tracts given would not admit of thelexpense. 
In any case the continuous hard rock of Ubispo 
will call for a hard struggle with nature versus 
the engineer, and unless the proposed stimu- 
lus promised ail along this line is rapidly 
brought to bear the most sanguine canalist must 
look into futurity for consolation. 


THE CHAGRES DAM. 


Passing through the other minor sections 
we rode on to the great dam at Gamboa. 
This is perbaps the most interesting of all 
the works in connection with the canal, Its 
object is to control the mercurial tendencies 
of the Chagres Hiver. This watercourse has 
been known on occasion to rise suddenly in 
one day a hight of sixty feet. From the forty- 
fifth kilometre right of way to the entrance of 
the' canal at Colon the Chagres pursues an 
erratic course, crossing the site of the cana! at 
constant intervais. To avoid this it bas been 
decided to make cuttings wherever the river 
interfered, connecting such cuttings or devia- 
tions of the river’s course, thus virtually mak- 
ing two beds, one on each side of the canal. 
This the engineers did not appear to find a 

t difficulty, although n must necessarily 

an extensive work. Au insuperable ob- 
stacie, however, to the scheme appeared in the 
extraordinary freshets which occur periodic- 
ally—principally in the rainy season—arising 
in that part above Gamboa and sweeping 
down with intense violence, flooding large dis- 
tricts. A soludon of the difficulty is reckoned 
to have been found by the formation of a huge 
or dam, at Gamboa. At that point 

the spurs of two mountaina—the Obispo and 
Santa Cruz—face each other on either side of 
the Chagres. The plan proposed is to join 
these two mountains by the barrage, thus 
forming a vast lake, which would be banked 
in by the surrounding bills. At the same time 
the Santa Cruz, or one of the adjacent bills, 
would be tunneled asameans whereby the 
vast body of water collected at Gamboa might 
be released and regulated at will, It is est 
mated that this barrage would require to be 
made of a strength capabie of containing with- 
in bounds a volume of water of 3,000,000,000 
cubie metres. There has been nothing done 
yet in this work. It is estimated that the base 
would require to be 400 metres broad, 500 
metres long, and seventy metres high. The 
question as to whether masonry or loose- 
dumped rock and clay would be used bas not 
been decided, I have beard both opinions ex- 
„ and feel inclined to say that in all 
probability a combination of both will event- 
ually be chosen. The difficulty of the under- 
taking is also much diseussed, and I imagine is 
largely dependent on the foundation obtained. 

In any case the work must needs be of a pro- 
longed nature on account of the immense 
amount of material necessary for its construc- 
tion, independently of obétacies which may be 
enoountered. However, without the 
or something akin wherewith the erratic risings 
of the Chagres may be controlled no canal cau 
exist. Heneoe its formation is of primary and 
vital importance. 

TH CHANCES OF COMPLETION.

Commissioner Fink has just sent to the 
managers of the various roads running cast 
from this city a comparative statement of cat- 
tie and dressed beef forwarded from Ohicago 
during the calendar years 1880 to 1885 inclu- 
sive. The steady and heavy mocrease in the 
dressed-beef traffic and the corresponding de- 
crease in live-stock traffic shown therein will 
be a surprise to most people, and shows why 
the live-stock sbippers and the railroads par- 
ticularly interested in the live-stock trame 
are making such strenuous efforts to establish 
such freight rates on dressed beef as to pre- 
vent the latter article from forcing the 
live-stock interests out of the field en- 
tirely. The showing made in this 
statement warrants the suspicion that the 
dressed-beef industry may possibly supplant 
the live-stock traffic East from bere entirely 
within a few years. Not only are the dressed- 
beef people ina position to furnish meat at 
Eastern markets at a much lower price than 
can the butchers in the East who kill the cattle 
there, but the dressed meat sent from Chicago 
and the West is in a much better and healthier 
condition. In the New Engiand States and ia- 
terior of New York State the dressed-beef 
traffic has almost entirely supplanted the live- 
stock traffic durm the last few years, and in 
the large seaboard cities the dressed-beef bus! 
ness ig continually assuming larger propor- 
tions. In Pennsylvania only the live-stock 
business still bolds its owa, which accounts for 
the efforts made by the Pennsylvania Railroad 
to have the dtessed-beef industry discriminated 
against: The total amount of live cattle and 
dressed beef shipped from this city to all Bast- 
ern points during the last six years was as fol- 
lows: Durmg 1880—Cattle, 416,204 tons; dressed 
beef, 30,705 tons. During 1881—Cattle, 433,600 
tons; dressed beef, 43,774 tons. Du 1482— 
Cattle, 383,660 tons; dressed beef, 65,775 tons.

Nor ure the deliveries small, even at this extraor- 
dinarily low price; lastiweek 71,165 quarters were 
brought into market and sold at an average of 2s, 
against only 50,028 quarters for the corresponding 
woek last yer, when the average price at the same 
towns was 81s 8d per quarter. 

It is a noteworthy fact that every week for more 
than a month the British journals specially devoted 
to grain interests have affirmed that the tone of the 
market was better, and have labored to create the 
belief that higher prices were in fact obtained, 
later in the week, than the official average indi- 
cated. comments by the Mark Lane Express, 

have constantly prepared readers to 
expect a decided reaction upward in the average of 
prices for the next week. Yet that next week has 
nobly yoo shown a lower range of prices than be- 
fore. The consequence is that the British furmer 
markets his frealiy, and finds buyers, 
though at low prices, while the reports of foreign 
trade often read like the latest: Five cargoes of 
wheat arrived; two cargoes were sold and three 
remained.’’ 

Russian supplies have come into the market in 
quantity beyond all expectation, notwithstanding 
the reports that ‘famine threatens whole prov- 
inces.’’ British journals solemnly intorm the world 
that “the réporte that reach us from Russia are 
very grave,” and. that ‘the wheat crop was only 
about three-quarters of an average crop,“ and yet 
the increase in British supplies from Russia in 1885 
was 1,535,359 quarters, while the increase in British 
supplies from Iudia was only 933,813 quarters. In 
January British imports from Russia were 614,460 
et., against only 363,229 in January of last year, 
and from India 1,452,488 et., against 681,475 in 
January Of last year. Event those have been 
deceived who have put faith in the stories circu- 
lated for months past that the available supplies 
trom India and Russia were both about exhausted. 
Bat the most marvelous change efter all is the 
enormous quantity and unusual cheapness of the 
supplies received from British farms.—New York 
Tribune, 10th inet.

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THE COURTS. 
n Given Rise to by a Country 
Constable's Carelesness. 

A bill was filed in the Superior Court yesterday 
by Thomas Crogan against Justice Fishleigh and 
Thomas White to set aside a judgment for $45 en- 
tered against him Feb. 23, 1886. He says that the 
18th of February a constable called on him and 
said he had a summons for him, but did not read 
it, Only stating that it was returnable at Justice 
Fishleigh’s office on Lincoln avenue. Crogan found 
an Office said to be Fishieigh’s in the rear of a 
saloon, but the Justice was pot there. A day or 
two afterward Crogan learned that a judgment had 
been rendered against him dy the Justice at 
an Office in the engine-house at Ravens wood. 
He called on the Justice immediately, and tne lat- 
ter gave him a paper saying that an cecount of his 
failure to be present at the trial he would set aside 
the judgment and dismiss the case. More mature 
deliberation, however, satisfied the Justice that 


this summary manner of disposing of cases was 


not sanctioned by law, and White is now attempt- 
ing to enforce his judgment. Crogan claims that 
if the congtable_ had done his duty in reading the 
summons 80 as to apprise him of thé location of 
the Justice’s office he would nave been able to de- 
fend the suit, and. as he is not indebted to White, 
he wants the latter enjoined from prosecuting his 
judgment. A temporary injunction was issued by 
Judge Shepard. -
